Tho duty of amending tlio prcEcnt 
Franchise Acl,^o i'.a lo amplify its pio- 
viaions and LnnR every bona fide losi- 
dtni mnio Bfilieh Bubjict, uoc laboring 
under uny ot ilio uauol legal diBabilities, 
%vilh\n iiB palo^ WBB presented in oar 
oolnmoB yeBtorday. Tbo reader ia now 
invited to consider Iho cognalo eubjeoi 
of n complolo rovision of llio Electoral 
DiBtriots of ibo Proviuco H-ilh ft view 
to luoilitttting thointoiligoiit exeroiBO cl 
Iho electoral franohiso. At tho time 
the schedule to the ConBtitnlioa Act 
1871 WMi before tho Lcglalalore, wc 
took eocadon to poiut oat tho 
groat inconvonioncQ wo apprebondod 
would reHult from tho torriiorial large- 
nesB of Bovcral of the Electoral Disiriclp, 
and urged that instead ol' creating Dis- 
tricts, in some Instances several ban. 
drcdg of mil03 io extent, lo rotaru three 
mcmbors each, Iboy ebould bo made 
Bmallur and rolurn cno mi'iubor each. 
And wo think tbo cxperieiico gaiuod 
during tho election juut cloBing folly 
bears out the view w« then took. In 
some instances an Electoral District 
. comprises territory about equal lo tho 
tTniled Xing'ionii without poscessing tho 
same iBcilities lor getting about to oan- 
vasH. Tho result of this most readily 
BUggost iiBolfto the reader's reflection. 
The candidates rouit each canvass tho 
entire District, at an enormous eacrifico 
of time and money, or elfo tho eleeiorH 
niuft, \o ft c;r<'at .xtent, voio for men 
whom llioy'inuy noilhtr liavo seen nor 
hoard, or, wnut is equally probable, re- 
frain from voting altogether, becuufo 
. not knowing the .CBOdidutee, they are 
onablo lo lorm any intelligent conclngion 
as to thoif rcppiciive nierile, and.couse- 
queatly, take lilUe or no intercbi in tbo 
coDicBt. liow, ihee^e are all results 
which it i? important to avoid.ospeciully 
DOW that the whole body of tho pcoplo 
are called upon to unite in wotkir.g out 
for tho first time the f.reai 
principle of soif government. It is uo- 
desirable that men should bo deurred 
Irom giving ihe country the advantai^o 
of thtir ^ervic^;8 by tho enoriniiy 
of the lobor and expense in- 
Tolved in 'canvaBsitig t-nch large 
DistriOte. It Is even more undefiirable 
that elcctore should have to vote in the 
darlc • for an intelligent and discrimin- 
ating cxerci-e of tho franchise is a sine 
qua lion lo tho guccoeBlul working ol 
ropreBontative inhtiiutions. But mo^t 
of %ll fs it undeyrublo t.bat^any consider- 
abio natnber of electors -^sh'ould bo pluc- 
. ed in a position in which ihey pnfur to 
refrain altogether from voting and eeaso 
to take any part or even interest in the 
n.DUDgcmcnt ol tho public offairs of the 
country. Such a coadition is fatal lo 
the eneceMlol operatiun of RespoDaible 
Government ; and eppeoially is it ko 
whoro the popolation is bo small and 
tho votiTS f=o lew. In Ihi^ Province, 
what bhtuld be aimed ut juBt now id

From tho exporionco I have pained in this 
expedition I nm jierfcctly salialied that !lio 
Ci>*flt of British Columbia abounds in minerala 
hut it ia an exceedingly diUicuU country to 
prospect on account of the density of tbii tim- 
ber, which fcverywbare covers the - country 
to the waters edge, and the under> 
growth of moss, chapperal and ' prostrate 
trees which forever prevent one from seeing 
ita BUrlaco ; ami can only ho done by following 
uronnd tb:) nrupins of tho thousand and one 
iaieta and bayd uiid ussendine; ibo couraos and 
canons v.'bicli are liable to deiiiidntion. Tbo 
oxpt'use of this moilo of pruspi'ftint,' will pre 
voiit individuals Irorn eiij;iiKiiiti in it and there 
la not yet stillicient probability of profitable 
returna to juaiily tho expeuditure of money 
on tho pan of monied men. 

If the country ia ever developed, c;on par- 
tially, it must be by tho Government alTording 
aid to or undertaking expeditions having this 
special end in view,and Intrusted to experieoc> 
ud and' reliable persons vho will make a 
buaineaaof it fov a reasonable compensntioD. 

The Indiana must alao be mads acqaainred 
with tho various kinds of ore that are valu- 
able, and taughtflo discriminate. If Ibey were 
noiii i-iilly poai.o.l oa ores they would provu 
v.iluiible "ids ia the mineral doveloiiiiieiit of 
1 lin oountry. 

liu-i.les Ilia niineral rcpo'Jioes of tl cbu 
porlious of the couet, tiu-ro are oihera of iiiue'i 
importance. 1 allude to ihe timber and tbe 
aalmoo fiaberiea which must at no diot-mt day 
attraol the attention ol onterprising men 
and capitalists. Tbe whole csuoliy is covered 
with timber but meat of it is usaloas for 
lumber. TliurH urj however txteniiivB tracts 
of timber, of a lar;.;o f^rowlli o' tbo best qual- 
ity of while pine and yellow cedar Irom 
.vdiub the beat lunibi-r could bo made, and 
,'a?y ol access and of iransporliliciri. Wo 
odsurvcd taveral localiliea wall adopted 
lor luinbeiing purpcaes, This yellow cedar 
if a lino grained and bcnotilully colored 
woad, eoi-c-'piiblii o! the lino-t lininb and 
superior to any thin;; 1 have i^een for joiner 
wuikand ini-iJo lutuibhing. It is alau very 
duruble and elastic, Tbe Indian; make their 
puddles of Ibis wood which ara as ornamen- 
tal at they are useful. These waters are 
tha Pat aoi a of tbo tialmon, they abound iu 
lu all Iha luleti'ibuyH ncd enluaiitSj and Irom 
July lo October the rivers and mcanis oie 
Iiilerally alire v/iih this valuablo fish, 
.vh ch can be taken at little expense and ui 
.:rcui quatititits. Wlico - tbe Diiiuiiiioti 
ijovurninetit eliail have made some dippoji- 
iiori uf Ihe Indiana of the coast, and ibero 
iiiull no longer osisi a teasoD for their mono- 
poly ol tbi;j important source ol wealih, 
white men will ate the advantage ol estabi 
liehiug li-itiery atatiotia at Luuiuroug points 
in ih'.'BC waters and thus adrailoo the in- 
dustrial iiitaraaia and increase tbe aggregate 
neulih of tbii youoi; but important brancb 
of the Canadian Domioioo. 

Nothing can exceed tbe romaatio beamy of 
these quiet waters. The whole coast seems 
lo be one grand archipelago, tho isUnds vary- 
ing in siz- Irom the merest islets to islanda 
ot one hundred milea iu length, and towering 
above ihe region of perpetual anows. 

So many and devious are the channela, bays, 
straits, coves and harbora that tbo voyager 
unfamiliar will) their lahrynlhino wiiiding-i, 
will require — aa hu can nlwaya obtain — the 
aid of Indian pilots, who Irom their life-long 
associations are familiar with every nook and 
corner of this wilderness of water. 

A I we 'advance into 'the interior, up tba 
iiialu inlets, the scenery bepomea striking and 
roiiKtntic, aod frequently majcBlically grand. 
1 have not seen Yoaemite, tbe Bay of Naple.=, 
the Gulf of Veoicei tbe lakes of Qeneva and 
of CoiDO, nor am I 'amilior with Alpine 
sooiiery ; but should I viiil tbesn celebrated 
localiliea I aball c.\pect lo find ibem tamo and 
iusiiiid in compariaon with some of tbo gor- 
geoud sc'-nes on which I have gazed wilh 
rapt adrairaliou. Hugged abore lines rising 
in precipiloua boldneas 'roin the water's edge 
into the rtgioiu of the clouds j overhanging 
clitta and y uviiing cavern's. I havo aeen 
walerlalla of su^prisiug volume and impotu- 
o:^ity rushing wilb headlong fury from some 
inipriaaoed Inke, and with deafening thunder 
ro.ir gteetiog wilb rude embrace their kindred 
water ; and bridal veils resembling in tbe 
distance ribbons of silver toppling over jire 
cipioes two tlioiissnd feel in luight, and in 
one unbroken sheet plunging wilb sullen rour 
into Ibe [ilacid wateia beneath j snow clad 
nuiiiiuila gliateuiug iu tbo sunabiooand eternal 
glaciers reposing forever amidst sileuce and 
deaolalion, 

1 may at some future time write up an ac- 
count of the various tribes Of Indiana whom 
we have met with ; their mannera, customs, 
ceremonies and other preliminaries which 
have come under my observation, sod with 
tbe novelty of whicli I was doubly interested , 
bui having already trespassed too much, pcr- 
iupa, upon your columns, I will close for the 
present.
